If you had the flu and a high 
fever, no one would criticize you for 
seeking medical help. In fact, most 
would criticize you for ignoring such 
a health problem. 

But mental health issues often 
bring a different reaction. People 
sometimes see mental illness not as a 
health issue, but as a serious defect, 
something that marks a person as 
weak, unstable, perhaps even violent 
or dangerous. 

Such reactions have serious con¬ 
sequences for millions of Americans 
who could be healthier and happier if 
receiving the mental health help that 
is readily available. But many don't 
seek such help out of fear of being 
"labeled" with a mental illness, feel¬ 
ing family and friends won't under¬ 
stand, or that it could lead to dis¬ 
crimination at work or school. 

Too many people who could use 
help instead see their condition as a 
sign of personal weakness. They may 
mistakenly believe that they should 
be able to control whatever is wrong 
without outside help. 

The American Counseling Asso¬ 
ciation's "No Stigma" efforts aim to 
educate the public, correct this mis¬ 
information and encourage seeking 
needed treatment. For example, 
researchers estimate that one in eight 


adolescents is suffering from depres¬ 
sion, yet only 30% of young people 


facing mental health issues ever 
receive any type of treatment or inter¬ 
vention. This lack of treatment helps 
lead to more than 4,600 suicides by 
young people each year. The statistics 
are even scarier among senior citizens 
and our military warriors. 

It's vital for people to recognize 
that mental health issues are not a 
reason for shame, but rather a condi¬ 
tion that requires treatment by a 
professional. Anxiety, depression, 
panic attacks, eating disorders, social 
phobias and similar problems are not 
a sign of personal weakness. They are 
simply condition that, when treated 
successfully, can result in a happier, 
healthier and more productive life. 

If you or someone you know is 
suffering from a mental health issue, 
don't give in to the stigma, but rather 
take action for better health. Talk to a 
friend or family members about 
what's bothering you and look into 
assistance from a mental health pro¬ 
fessional. Seeking mental health help 
is not a weakness; it's as logical and 
right as seeing that doctor for that 
flu.

There are subjects, for one 
reason or another, that should 
not be a topic of conversation. 
The ending result would be 
turmoil or complication. If two 
people have been married for 
years, the topic of an old boy¬ 
friend or girlfriend should be 
avoided. 

As I was growing up, sex 
was never mentioned in the 
home. There was no such thing 
as sex education. Even though 
we were involved with all farm 
animals, whenever an animal 
was bred or was giving birth, 
women and children were 
directed to go to the house. 
They were not permitted to 
watch. There was something 
mysterious about this process 
that embarrassed many adults. 

I can remember as a young¬ 
ster finding our old beagle 
hound giving birth to pups in a 
manger in the barn. I ran back 
to the house and announced in 
an excited manner, “I know 
where pups come from! Old 
Queen is doing them!” I was 
admonished to “Get away and 
leave Old Queen alone.” 

In the late 50s artificial 
breeding was introduced. This 
new method of inseminating 
cattle was brought about to 
improve herd quality and avoid 
keeping a dangerous bull on 
the farm. 

Since the younger children 
had to drive the cows in every 
night and morning for milking, 
we were instructed that when 
we saw one cow riding another, 
to let the adults know. This 
observation meant that the cow 
that got ridden was coming in 
heat and was ready for breed¬ 
ing. The artificial breeding 
technician was then called to 
service the cow. We kids invent¬ 
ed his name as “The Bull on 


Wheels.” Of course we weren’t 
supposed to watch as he put on 
a long rubber glove and bred 
the cow, but I was sneaky. 

Other topics in society soon 
became a concern for a naive 
youngster. I later learned that 
even Stephen Foster’s “Old Ky. 
Home” contained words that 
were not proper. In the verse 
which describes African Ameri¬ 
cans being happy was not 
acceptable. His verse originally 
was written, “Tis Summer the 
Darkies are Gay.” 

Now I realize that at the 
time Foster wrote the song 
“Darkie” may not have been as 
offensive as it is in today’s cul¬ 
ture. However “gay” was a term 
used to describe an individual 
who was happy, pleasant, and 
bright. Over the years, “Gay” 
has been established as a term 
to describe an alternative choice 
of sexual preference. 

Another risky word is ‘fairy’. 
Fairy used to mean a mythical 
being of folklore and romance 
that possessed magical powers. 
When we were kids and lost a 
tooth, we would place the 
tooth under our pillow and the 
tooth fairy would come during 
the night, take the tooth, and 
leave a coin in its place. Now a 
parent has to be very careful in 
telling his kid that a fairy is 
coming during the night to put 
money under his pillow. The 
parent may cause a panic. 

Other terms confused me. 
When we milked cows and 
stored the milk in cans, in a 
water cooler, the cream would 
rise to the top. If we wanted 
milk for gravy or cereal, we 
would stir the milk and mix the 
cream throughout. I soon 
learned the large word, 
‘Homogenized’. This term 
described the process the dair¬ 


ies used to keep the cream from 
separating from the weaker 
milk. 

One can visualize how con¬ 
fused an old country boy might 
become. In 1963, I enrolled in 
Morehead State College. I 
selected my classes and some¬ 
how got in a beginning health 
class with the football team. 
One of the assistant coaches 
was the teacher. Now I realized 
I was not the best student in 
the world, but among this class 
I was a little advanced. The first 
quiz the coach gave us was a 
100 true-false question test on 
basic human anatomy. Some¬ 
how, I scored 100% on the test. 
From that point all the players 
thought I was really smart and 
befriended me. I felt great! 
This false ego quickly vanished. 

We further studied the 
reproductive cycle. Coach 
introduced a new sexual vocab¬ 
ulary. Coach asks the question, 
“What is meant when the term 
homosexual is discussed?” He 
looked in my direction, “Mr. 
Sullivan, you did so well on the 
last test and I have confidence 
in your answer, what exactly is 
a homosexual?” 

I was a bit shocked that he 
recognized me, but I was also 
flattered that he placed much 
importance on my ability. I 
stuttered a bit, but proudly 
responded, “A homosexual is a 
process by which they equally 
blend the cream and the milk 
together so that it will not sepa¬ 
rate.

I have been reading recently 
about the feuds in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, some of them in Breathitt 
County I was unaware of the 
extent of these feuds and the many 
lives lost and the fear they engen¬ 
dered in the lives of ordinary folk. 
Fear, hate, and revenge fed the 
flames that led all the way to 
Frankfort. 

One incident stands out. A 
feudist attempting to dislodge an 
antagonist in the Breathitt Coun¬ 
ty Courthouse was mortally 
wounded. His friends carried him 
to his mother, he screaming above 
the din of gunfire. She grabbed his 
bloody shirt and yelled, “Shut up, 
and die like a man!” He died. 

Although most of the feuding 
occurred during the turn to the 
20th century, my Mother, Grace 
Gabbard Collins, told me of simi¬ 
lar incidents within Elkatawa dur¬ 
ing her lifetime and she was born 
in 1907. Fortunately, by the time 
I came along in 1935, feuding in 
Elkatawa had subsided and the 
influence of the church made a 
much more peaceful environment. 
Eastern Kentucky became a strong 
home mission field for Christian 
churches from the north. Why 
would a person leave a comfort¬ 
able home in Pennsylvania and 
come to Oakdale to preach the 
Gospel to persons who under¬ 
stood revenge far more intensely 
than they conceived of forgive¬ 
ness? As I heard an old-timer say, 
“A man who won’t hate and avenge 
is not much of a man. He has no 
character!” 

But they came...these Crazy 
Christians... and their efforts, 
along with roads and education, 
transformed many of the com¬ 
munities in Breathitt County. 
Faith and education and industri¬ 
ousness and frugality and medical 
care: these were their hallmarks! 
Crazy Chrisitans founded Morris 
Fork Presbyterian Church. Clay- 


hole Bretheren. Mt Carmel. Riv¬ 
erside. Houston Mission. And, 
Highland Institute. To name just 
a few. 

Where did this term “Crazy 
Christians” come from? The 
search engine on the Internet 
shows several sites with this title. 
Mostly these sites tilt toward athe¬ 
istic sarcasm that makes fun and 
sport of Pentecostals handling 
snakes or dancing themselves into 
hysteria. Or criticism of Chris¬ 
tians as being hypocrites opposed 
to science. Further, Christians are 
described as racist, sexist, dreamy, 
and intolerant of other faiths. 

Then, there’s a critique of 
Brad Paisley’s recent song entitled, 
“Crazy Christians.” Paisley does 
not like to be awakened by church 
bells a half mile away.. .Christians 
pray before they eat and pray 
before they snore...pray before a 
football game and after they 
score.... curse the Devil’s whiskey 
but drink the Savior’s wine.... 

But he balances out his criti¬ 
cism by saying: they (Crazy Chris¬ 
tians) will hop a plane and go to 
Africa or Hiati at their expense to 
bring life saving relief.. .or set up a 
prayer chain in a hospital for 
someone they scarcely know.... 

This latter lyric was the result 


of Paisley watching Christians 
rally around his cousin-in-law 
who was fighting an incurable 
disease....giving rise to the final 
lyric, as I’m baffled by it all, if I 
ever really needed help, well you 
know who I’d call, is those crazy 
Christians. 

In conclusion, we suggest that 
Christianity is crazy for we are 
asked to believe in Christ who 
stepped down from His throne in 
Heaven to die a hideous death on 
a cross for our sins, enduring the 
shock of having His own Father 
reject Him! And we are asked to 
deny ourselves and take up our 
cross and follow Him! And many 
if not all of His disciples suffered 
martyrdom for Him rather than 
disbelieve. And think of the many 
who have literally given their lives 
for His name’s sake down thru the 
centuries! Crazy, ain’t it!? 

But then, what does atheism 
have to offer? Cynicism toward 
love and all things metaphysical. A 
fluid set of personal ethics that 
change with the latest professor or 
bestselling author. A top-heavy 
emphasis on science and material 
things. And a grave that closes the 
door.

INSPECTION PERIOD FOR THE 
PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 


The Pendlcron Count}' real property tax roll will be open for inspection from May 6th through May 20,2013. 
Under the supervision of the property valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect 
the tax roll. 


Hi is is the January l, 2013, assessment on which state, county, and local taxes for 2013, due about October 
1,2013. 


Ihe tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administration in the count)' courthouse and may be 
inspected Monday through Friday 8 a.m. till 4 p.m. and on Saturday between 8:30 a.m. and Noon. 


A taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property' made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with tbe PVA or designated deputy. The conlertncc may be held prior to Or during the inspection period. 


Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy', may appeal to the count)'board of assessment appeals. 


The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition stating 
the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayers opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property'. 


‘Ihe appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one working day following the conclusion 
of the inspection period. 


Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board 
either in person or by designated representative, will nor be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 


Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property' tax payers shall oe served notice under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and 
appeals tights granted under rhe provisions of KRS 131.110. 


‘Ihe following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value of personal property 
as determined by the office of Ehe property valuation administrator. 

1. He/she must list under protest (for certification) whar he/she believes is the fair cash value of his property' 

2. Hc/shc must file a written protest directly with the Department of Property Valuation within 30 days from 
the date of rhe notice of the assessment, 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 13! -110, 

4. The final decision of the Revenue Cabinet may be appealed to rhe Kentucky' Board of Tax Appeals,

Legislation enacted to create tax credit for farmer donations 


Governor Beshear hosted a cer¬ 
emonial signing of a bill this past 
week that will provide an incentive 
for farmers to donate to food 
banks. Beginning in 2014, Ken¬ 
tucky farmers donating fruits, veg¬ 
etables, beef, poultry, pork, fish, or 
other edible agricultural products 
to a food bank will be eligible to 
receive a credit against their state 
tax liability equal to 10 percent of 
the value of the donated product. 

Sponsored by Tom McKee (D- 
Cynthiana) and co-sponsored by 
28 legislators from both parties, 
House Bill 141 passed unanimous¬ 
ly in the House. The provisions of 
HB 141 were attached to SB 1, the 
military voting bill, which passed 
in the final minutes of the 2013 
Kentucky legislature. 

“Continuing to move our state 
forward requires strong partner¬ 
ships to help ensure that our most 
vulnerable citizens don’t get left 
behind," said Gov. Beshear. "That 
is why I am pleased to sign this 
bipartisan legislation that will 
encourage farmers to make dona¬ 
tions that help feed the hungry." 

More than 750,000 people in 
Kentucky - or 17% percent of the 
population — are food insecure, 
meaning that they don’t always 
know where they will find their 
next meal, according to data from 
Feeding America, the nation’s larg¬ 
est hunger-relief organization.

Reality Bible 

There is general agreement 
among Christians that the Bible is 
true, though sorting out what that 
means precisely could take up sev¬ 
eral volumes. We sometimes fail to 
realize, however, that the Bible is 
also real, a fact that could help us 
interpret it better. 

This thought came to mind 
with particular force recently while 
I was listening to a wonderful ser¬ 
mon by the Reverend Glen Bell, 
senior pastor of the First Presbyte¬ 
rian Church of Sarasota, Florida. 
Glen was preaching on the Gospel 
text, John 12: 1-8, in which Mary, 
the sister of Martha and Lazarus, 
anointed the feet of Jesus with a 
pound of costly perfume. (Click 
here for audio of the sermon.) 

I have only heard this story a 


couple of million times. I've exe- 
geted it and read commentaries on 
it, focused on the parallels between 
the story as told by John's Gospel 
and the versions told in Mark 
14:3-9 and Luke 7: 36-50, both of 
which place the story in very dif¬ 
ferent contexts making it a very 
different story. The questions 
raised by the comparisons with 
these other versions are important 
in their own right, and potentially 
very productive. But this particu¬ 
lar Sunday I noticed something I 
had never noticed before because 
Glen asked us to hear the story in 
its context in John's Gospel. He 
signaled this by observing that the 
story of Mary anointing the feet of 
Jesus occurs not long after he had 
raised Mary's brother Lazarus 
from the dead. 


What I had not noticed before 
about this story is the human 
dimension, the thing that any of 
us would notice first if this had 
happened in our neighborhood. 

Mary committed an act of 
extravagant over-the-top gratitude. 
She called up the equivalent of 
Saks Fifth Avenue and asked them 
to send her their most expensive 
perfume, perhaps one she had 
been denying herself her whole 
life. When Jesus arrived, she 
washed his feet, tired and dirty 
from the dusty road. She poured 
the contents of the whole con¬ 
tainer over his feet, bathing them 
in luxurious costly scent. The 
aroma filled the house. 

When we strip away the vari¬ 
ous editorial comments, the reflec¬ 
tions on Jesus' approaching death 
(of which she would have had no 
knowledge) and either the self- 
righteous posturing of Judas (his 
holier-than-thou puffery) or the 
hypocritical criminal misdirection 
of Judas (if the editor of the Gos¬ 
pel is right about his motives), you 
have the generosity of a woman 
toward the man who brought her 
brother back from death to life. 
Surely this is a theological point 
equal in value to any of the rest. 

Judas emerges not only as 
betrayer of our Lord, but as a jerk 
as well. He couldn't or wouldn't 
appreciate the human feelings of 
gratitude that could lead a woman 
to empty her bank account in a 
single act. 

Wherever this story came from 
originally, and whatever its origi¬ 
nal context conveyed, in this Gos¬ 
pel, in the flow of this narrative, it 
stands out for its utter reality, its 
testimony to a human heart over¬ 
flowing with thanksgiving. 
Because of its reality, the story 
becomes a complementary parable 
on the par with those equally 
extravagant stories of God's out- 
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Change, Speak Up, Believe, Stand 
Strong and Trust!"

sized grace and mercy (the Prodi¬ 
gal Son story, for example). But 
here we see a woman demonstrat¬ 
ing out-sized gratitude, gratitude 
on the grandest scale. 

Perhaps after we have allowed 
the story of Mary anointing Jesus' 
feet to speak in its own context of 
the common but extravagant grati¬ 
tude of a woman whose brother 
was raised by Jesus from the dead, 
we are ready then to read the way 
the parallel story is used in Luke 
7:36-50. 

In that story, in the house of 
Simon the Pharisee, the woman 
designated only as a sinner, anoints 
Jesus' feet with "an alabaster vial of 
perfume." She wiped his feet with 
her hair and covered them with 
her tears. 

Simon (in Luke's story) is criti¬ 
cal of Jesus because Jesus allowed 
the sinful woman to touch him. In 
response to Simon's criticism, 
Jesus tells the story of two debtors, 
one who has a small debt forgiven, 
the other a very large debt. He asks 
Simon who is more grateful of the 
forgiveness of his debt, the small¬ 
time debtor or the one who owed 
lots of money. "I suppose the one 
whom he forgave more," Simon 
answered. Jesus turned then to 
compare the gratitude felt by those 
who realize the extent of God's 
mercy. 

There is a common thread 
between the stories: gratitude. 
Gratitude not of the perfunctory 
type, but on a scale that inspires a 
person to do that which some 
people are bound to judge as 
insane, inappropriate, or immoral. 
The women in these stories are 
gifted with the sort of imagination 
that allowed them to see what is 
real. And when they saw it, they 
acted appropriately. Extravagant 
grace called forth extravagant grat¬ 
itude.

To become a troupe member, 
4-H’ers must be in the ninth 
through 12 grades and attend 
4-H’s Issues Conference, Teen 
Conference and Summit. Troupe 
members make a yearlong com¬ 
mitment to the group. Members 
must attend a music camp and 
organize and lead a performing 
arts camp for middle school 
4-H’ers. Additionally, they must 
attend at least three 4-H or Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service performances a 
year beyond the conferences and 
Summit. Members’ commitments 
to the troupe will end in June 
2014. 

To apply, interested 4-H’ers 
must complete an application 



form, available at local offices of 
the UK Cooperative Extension 
Service. In addition to the form, 
applicants must include a separate 
document that explains their qual¬ 
ifications and includes a Perform¬ 
ing Arts Programming proposal. 
Young people interested in being 
performers should bring both doc¬ 
uments to the live audition, which 
will occur the afternoon of June 10 
during 4-H Teen Conference. 
Technical staff members do not 
have to audition. Troupe members 
will be determined then and will 
include 12 performers and four 
technical staff.

Controlling flies on cattle 

Warmer weather brings more 
pest problems. Horn flies and 
face flies are key pests of cattle in 
Kentucky. Both species breed in 
fresh pasture manure piles but 
present very different threats and 
management problems. Fortu¬ 
nately, there are a variety of fly 
control options. 

Horn flies are blood feeders. 
They remain on animals most of 
the time, taking 20 to 30 small 
blood meals per day. More than 
100 flies along the sides and 
backs of each animal every day 
during the fly season can mean 12 
to 15 pounds lower weaning 
weights for spring calves and poor 
gains for older animals. The close 
association between the horn fly 
and the animal, however, does 
make many control methods 
quite effective. 

On the other hand, face flies 
spend about 90 percent of their 
time resting off of animals and 
visit them only to feed on liquids 
around the eyes and face. This 
makes some fly control methods 
more effective than others because 
face flies visit hard-to-treat areas 
for very short time periods. 

One control option is insecti¬ 
cide-impregnated cattle ear tags 
which release small amounts of 
an insecticide distributed over the 
animal during grooming or rub¬ 
bing. In general, ear tags provide 
excellent, long-term control of 
horn flies and some brands also 
reduce face fly numbers. Another 
advantage is that animals only 
have to be handled once. 

Read the label before you pur¬ 
chase and use insecticide ear tags. 
All tags are labeled for beef cattle 
while only those with certain 
active ingredients are approved 
for use on lactating dairy cattle. 

For fly control, it is best to tag 
animals after horn fly numbers 
reach 50 or more per side. This 
reduces the chances of developing 
resistance to the active ingredi¬ 
ents that are being used. Nor¬ 
mally, tags provide 12 to 15 weeks 
of fly control. Tagging too early 
in the season can mean the tags 
are not providing control in the 
fall that will help to control the 
overwintering population. 

Another method of control is 
pour-on products. These are 
ready-to-use formulations that 
are applied to animals in mea¬ 


sured doses based upon body 
weight. Horn flies are killed as 
they land on treated areas of the 
animal and pick up the insecti¬ 
cide through their body. 

Typically, the pour-ons pro¬ 
vide about four weeks of fly 
reduction so they must be reap¬ 
plied at intervals or used in com¬ 
bination with other methods. 
The length of control will vary 
with weather and other factors so 
treat again when fly numbers 
build back up to about 100 per 
side but no sooner than the label 
instructions allow. 

Many cattle producers like to 
use self-application devices, such 
as dust bags, back rubbers, or 
automatic sprayers for pasture fly 
control. They can be purchased 
ready-made or assembled from 
easily found materials. These 
devices can do a very effective job 
of horn fly control and may pro¬ 
vide satisfactory to excellent face 
fly control. All require regular 
inspection and service to be sure 
that they are working and dis¬ 
pensing properly and may not be 
as mobile as other fly control 
systems. 

Location is important for 
these fly control methods. They 
must be put where animals can 
use them regularly. The number 
needed will vary with herd size, 
pasture area and other factors. 
The ultimate goal is to get each 
animal treated regularly. 

Horn flies and face flies breed 
in cattle droppings in pastures. 
Manure can be made toxic by 
having animals consume an insec¬ 
ticide that passes out in the 
manure. Mineral blocks or loose 
supplements are available which 
contain fly control products. This 
method is only a part of a total 
pasture fly control program 
because horn flies and face flies 
will move in from nearby herds. 
Supplemental control though the 
use of dust bags or backrubbers is 
needed to deal with these "fly- 
ins . 

Beef cattle producers have 
many alternatives for pasture fly 
control. Cost, effectiveness, past 
control history and herd manage¬ 
ment practices help to narrow 
this list. For more information on 
fly control, contact the Pendleton 
County Cooperative Extension 
Service. 


EPA Nonpoint Source Pollution results 


Nonpoint Source Pollution: 
According to the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA); Nonpoint 
Source Pollution (NPS) results from 
land runoff, precipitation, atmo¬ 
spheric deposition, drainage, seep¬ 
age or hydrological modification. 
The term "non-point source" is 
defined to mean any source of water 
pollution that does not meet the 
legal definition 

of "point source" in section 502: (14) 
of the Clean Water Act. 

"Point Source" pollution can be 
loosely defined as concentrated pol¬ 
lutants having originated from a 
pipe of some kind; usually an outlet 
pipe from an industrial source, but 
can also mean pollution coming 
from a ditch or other outlet with 
agricultural origins. 

Unlike pollutions from indus¬ 
trial and sewage treatment plants, 
nonpoint source (NPS) pollution 
comes from diffuse rather than con¬ 
centrated sources. It is caused by 
rainfall or snow melt moving over 
and through the ground. As the 
runoff moves it picks up and carries 
away natural and human made pol¬ 
lutions, finally depositing them into 
lakes, rivers, wetlands, coastal waters 
and ground waters. 

"Nonpoint Source" pollution 
can include: (1) excess fertilizers, 
herbicides and insecticides from 
agricultural lands and residential 
areas. (2) Oil, grease and toxic 
chemicals from urban runoff and 
energy production. (3) Sediment 


from improperly managed construc¬ 
tion sites, crop and forest lands and 
eroding stream banks. 

(4) Salt from irrigation practices and 
acid drainage from irrigation prac¬ 
tices and acid drainage from aban¬ 
doned mines. (5) Bacteria and nutri¬ 
ents from livestock, pet wastes and 
faulty (or straight pipe) septic sys¬ 
tems. (6) Atmospheric sources such 
as "acid rain" from coal fired power 
plants where sulfur in the smoke 
coming from their stacks combines 
and hydrogen in the air to become 
sulfuric acid that is deposited on the 
earth during rain/snow events. 

Nonpoint source pollution is the 
leading remaining cause of water 
quality problems. These pollutants 
have harmful effects on drinking 
supplies, recreation, fisheries and 
wildlife. NPS traveling down the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries 
have helped produce an area at the 
mouth of the river where it flows 
into the 

Gulf of Mexico Dead Zone. 

This area is called a dead zone 
because it cannot sustain aquatic 
animals which have to obtain their 
oxygen supply from the water 
through gills. There is a very little 
oxygen in the water in this zone due 
to excess amounts of fertilizer runoff 
(mainly phosphorus) in the water 
that has caused algae to increase so 
extensively that all the oxygen has 
been used up (often gives the water 
a green color). The Mississippi Dead 
Zone varies in size, but can cover up 


to 6,000-7,000 square miles in the 
northern Gulf of Mexico beginning 
at the Mississippi River Delta and 
extending westward to the upper 
Texas Coast. 

Agriculture producers get most 
of the blame for the Dead Zone, but 
also contributing to the problem are 
golf course operations and private 
home owners that continuously over 
fertilize and take no steps to buffer 
the runoff. 

One way to buffer crop fields is 
currently voluntary; a decision that 
environmentally aware producers 
take to improve water quality, 
enhance wildlife habitat and give 
themselves a reliable source of sup¬ 
plemental income (CRP, pays annu¬ 
al rental payments for the length of 
the contract for the land taken our 
of production for these buffers.) 
With water quality continuing to be 
a matter of National Importance 
and intense public interest one won¬ 
ders how long it may be before 
conservation buggers are made a 
requirement and regulated by the 
EPA for all agricultural operations 
with borders on a water body.
